` Governor and Commander-in- Chief: 


GovERNOR:—I have the honor herewith to submit the following bi- 
enniel report of the Military Department of the State: 

Having been honored by you with the appointment of Adjutant 
General on the first day of November, 1881, I immediately entered 
upon the duties of my office. Tho office work of this department, 
for the year past, has been mainly that of corresponding with the 
several Government departments at Washington, in giving to them 
all information desired in regard to the military record of West Vir- 
ginia soldiers, who served in the army during the late war, and who, 
having lost their discharge papers, are required to furnish evidence, 
from the State Military records, of their service and honorable dis- 
charge, before claims for pensions and bounty are considered. 

Since the late act of Congress, making further appropriation for 
the payment of soldiers’ pension claims, the work in this department 
has greatly increased by renewed correspondence with said applicants. 

Since last report, the volunteer militia strength of our State has 
been considerably reduced. The First Regiment, organized some 
five years ago, bas ceased to exist, the “Goff Light Guards” being 
the last company to disband and turn over their arms and equip- 
ments to the State. I have also to report the disbanding of several 
unattached volunteer organizations іп other sections of the State. 

The cause assigned for this want of military spirit in our State is, 
so 1 am told by those directly interested in this matter, an apparent 
indifference on the part of the State to give substantial aid and sup- 
port to her volunteer soldiery. 

Our volunteer militia at present numbers about four hundred and 
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fifty, which I think could soon be increased to one thousand by the 
re-enlistment of disbanded companies, if the State would render rea- 
sonable aid in the premises. 

The Second Regiment, West Virginia Volunteers, commanded by 
Colonel J. W. M. Appleton, head-quarters at Charleston, West Vir- 
съща, is the only regiment in the State. This regiment ‘has, on 
several occasions, proved to be very promptin responding to tho call 
of the Executive for the purpose of suppressing lawlessness in certain 
sections of our State. ‘There are, at present, eight companies in this 
regiment, all fully equipped and armed, We have also four compan- 
ies, unattached organizations. These, too, are armed with improved, 
breech-loading rifles. 

These commands are scattered in different sections of the State, 
but most of them, being of easy access to railroad and river trans- 
portation, can be made available for service at almost any given 
point within a short time. 

I think there can be no doubt but that it has been fully demonstra- 
ted, by the experience had in our own, ав well ‘ds in other States, how 
important it is that we have an organized and well equipped volun- 
teer militia force, though that force be comparitively small, for, as 
compared with raw militia, it would, by its very presence, in most 
instances, have the desired effect of quelling contemplated riot and 
mob violence, I hope therefore, that our Legislature, во soon to con- 
vene, may, in its wisdom, see proper to make such provision for 
assisting our State soldiery, as will insure the keeping up of a well 
disciplined volunteer force. 

I beg leave, through this report, to call the attention of the Legis- 
lature to the importance of making further appropriations for the 
completion of the copying'of valuable war records in this depatment, 
I allude especially to the muster out rolis of West Virginia soldiers. 
These rolls are referred to almost daily for the purpose of giving in- 
formation asked for by the Pension and War departments, with 
reference to the military record of certain applicants for pension and 
land claims. Ву an act passed by the Legislature March 14, 1881, 
there was an appropriation made of one thousand dollars for this 
purpose, which sum was expended in accordance with said act, but 
was found to be insufficient to complete the work. The frequent 
handling of these rolls, in unfolding and refolding them, causes them 
to break, and they soon become almost useless for reference. 

In having these rolls copied, it is the intention to have them bound 
in book form ; thus giving to the State a complete and lasting record of 
her soldiers, and at the same time give very decided aid to the officer 
whose duty it is to refer to them for the purpose of giving the de- 
sired information to those whose interests demand it. 

I herewith respectfully submit, as a part of this report, the reports 
of Colonel J. W. M. Appleton, commanding Second West Virginia 
Regiment, and of Major J. M. Lee, commanding Cadet Corps, West 
Virginia University. 

The appropriation made last winter by Act of Legislature in 
special session, for $561.51, to compensate companies “Е,” « E"and · 
“Н” of the Second Regiment, West Virginia Volunteers, for services 
rendered the State in aiding civil officers to preserve the peace in 
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Fayette county in the month of November, 1881, has been paid over 
to said companies, as provided for in said act, and vouchers therefor 
filed in this office. е 

There will be found attached and made part of this report, а roster 
of the commander-in-chief and staff, with field, staff and line officers, 
list of volnnteer companies, names, rank and date of commission of 
officers, also list of Quartermasters’ stores and ordnance, received, is- 
sued and remaining on hand. 

In closing my roport, I would express to your Excellency, as also 
to all State officers, with whom I have been associated, my apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy and kindness shown me on all occasions.

Sm :—I have the honor to make the report of the movement of 
portions of my regiment during the past week. Tuesday evening, 
November 15, at about 8.30 o'clock, I was summoned by a Deputy 
Marshal to report to the United States Marshall at the jail. On do- 
ing so I was directed to take charge of а posse for the protection of 
the jail and its contents against violence from an anticipated mob ; 
also to have company notified in order that 16 might be summoned as 
а posse in case of need. I notified Company A, Captain Duling, at 
Kanawha Salines, by the following order:

As the United States authorities, through the Marshal for this dis- 
trict, have taken charge of the jail here, and placed a guard over it, 
it may become desirable to relieve the present^guards by а detail of 
the whole ог a part of your company. You will therefore notify 
‘your men, and without taking them from their duties, have them іп 
readiness to report to me in Charleston at short notice. In case of 
any organized attack upon the jail becoming known to you, collect 
your company at once and report to me without further orders.

There being much excitement and many rumors of the organiza- 
tion and movement of a body of men for the purpose of lynching one 
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or more prisoners, Captain Duling and his officers, under liberal in- 
terpretation ofthe above order, sent to the jail about 9 o'clock Wed- 
nesday. night, First Lieutenant Wm. Harold and Second Lieutenant 
Jamos II. Hastings and ten men. This detachment was accepted by 
the United States Marshal a8 a posse and put on guard for the night. 
The detachment was relieved in the morning and marched back to 
the Salines under orders to hold themselves in readiness for guard 
duty when called upon by the Marshal. Tho cheerful promptness 
with which these men responded to my call after а hard day's work, 
and then marcbed home, six miles, to go to work again at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, is worthy of mention. 

The understanding with Judge Jackson and the Marshal was, tbat 
l was to supply guards, if required, for Saturday night. Thursday 
evening about 7:30 o'clock tho following telegram was received :

Dear Бік:-І take pleasure in presenting to you a brief report of 
the Military Department of the Wost Virginia University for tho 
past year. 

The Military Department of the Univorsity has been gradually in- 
creasing in interest, efficiency and popularity, since the establish- 
ment of the Institution. It is an essential to the continuance of the 
advantages of the endowment given by the General Government at 
that time. 

During the year ending with» commencement, June 8, 1882, this 
department experienced in many respects, its highest degrce of pros- 

ity. 
T A “ rogular" cadets, (signifying those who, by appointment of a 
Regent, enter free of tuition, books, &c.), numbered within the year 
sixty-four, and the volunteers twenty, a total enrollment of eighty-

. (өгей, and a staff-color, guard, &c. 

~ The number of cadets was never sufficient, until the years 1880-81, 
for the formation of two companeis, by whieh much additional in- 
struction, discipline and practice can be given to tho cadet officers. 
It is now the aim, and the attainment of the department, to fit all 
who have been officers in the corps for one year, to take position as 
captain an instructor of а company with every facility for success 
that knowledge and practice can give. The discipline of the corps is 
based upon the army regulations, and is ав strict as the circumstances 
of the Institution will.permit. 

The instruction given includes, in infantry, all of the schools of 
the company, a large portion of the school of the battalion ; the du- 
ties of sentinels, with regular guard mountings, the ceremonies of 
dress parade and inspection reviews, and_target practice. 

Throughout all these, the discipline and civilities of military. life 
are strictly observed. At the close of the past year the following 
cadets were graduated and discharged from the corps as officers: 
J. H. Stewart and Е. D. Jeffries, Captains; D. H. Courtney, and 6. 
C. Lewis, First Lieutenants; J. H. Lawhead, Second Lieutenant; 
A. L. Cox, Sergeant Major, (Staff ). . 

I feel justified in saying, that I think no other department to 
which the State lends pecuniary aid, does во much for the youth of 
the State by way of devoloping а vigorous, erect, and graceful physi- 
eal constitution, while they аге cultivating their mental faeultios 
The advantage of this can be seen by a comparison of the young men 
graduated from the West Virginia University, with those from any 
other institution where physical culture is neglected. |
